One of the 
features of philanthropy in the work is the furnishing 
of articles of clothing to the needy by the Ladies’ 
Committee, these garments being given to the women and 
their infants when necessity arises. One of the honorary 
medical staff states that he has for long held the opinion 
that there are very few hospitals anywhere which have
